I am writing to you at Manchester with the though’ that 
you may have already returned to England, knowing that if 
such is the case, the letter will be forwarded to you wherever 
you may be. ( 


I am enclesing a reproduction of one of the varieties of 
the Mende pisces which you sent us. This you had priced at Sixty 
Pounds. One of our members is very much interested in the piece 
but he ia not in @ position te pay more than fifty pounds for it. 
I think you told me that you had a number of specimens from this 
same pair of dies - in fact, you showed me one or two in Paris, 
and I saw several more from these same dies in Manchester. Is 
there a possibility that you might have another specinen for which 
you could accept an offer of fifty pounds,if that were satisfactory 
to our member? 


As you probably know, this type was the most common of all 
those which occurred in the hoard, and I have record of something 
like thirty different specimens. Furthermore, counterfeits have 
been seen in Paris and Athens. Dr. Hirsch has been visiting in 
New York and has sold a number of Mende tetradrachms for forty pounds 
each. I mention this in order that you may see that the former 
prices of these coins no longer hold. 


Please let me know whether you will send other specimens of 
this tetradrachm, or whether you will aonsider accepting fifty pounds 
for the piece which is already here.
